tho 7th ot May, 1833. when he was about 
21 years old, he was appointed to succeed 
Isaac Christman as postmaster, and filed 
a bond of S500, with

A. Trent as sureties. 


He served from that date till .the 30th 


of May, 1S3C, but it was more than sii 
months before his accounts were settlod, 
there having been a dispute with the 
auditor of. the.treasury, who finally de- 
cided in Lincoln's favor, and a draft for 
S208.3G waa sent to him in care of tho 
postmaster at Springfield, III. 


The po3tofflce at New Salem was 


abandoned, and the people at the crpss- 
rsads wore compelled to go to Spring- 
field for their mail, else Lincoln, might 
have served longer m tho post. 


His compensation for nearly four 


years amounted to only 3345
